SUBJECT: Questions and Answers on Consumer Protections for Bank Sales of Insurance

The Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation (FDIC), the Board of Governors of the Federal Reserve
System, the Office of the Comptroller of the Currency, and the Office of Thrift Supervision jointly
responded on August 17, 2001, to a set of questions relating to the insurance consumer protection
rules implementing Section 305 of the Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act.
